by the plaintiffs in a Marion county 


• superior court several weeks ago. 


The ease is being watched with 


interest iby every county in the state 
because of the vital' question

volved in the suit. If the higher 
court sustains the Marion superior 
court, which held that the increases 
were illegal, all the horizontal in-
